How the Germans Walked Into a Trap at Bras 
and Were Wiped Oat: 





PARIS, Feb. -20—This afternoon's 
communique wad feat in the officers’ 
ward of a Paris hospital where I was 
visiting an artillery Major brought in 
last night trom the Verdun front. 
Apropos : of the communigté he gave 
the following interview, outlining the 
lifferent phases of the battle and de- 
scribing the, fighting in which he par- 
ticipated: * 

“That looks as if they were beaten 
at Verdun, anyway. They may try 
elséwhere, but even Germany's need 
for ‘a striking success cannot make 
Verdun worth the lives of another quar- 
ter of a million of soldiers, and they 
must sacrifice that number more if 
they attempt to take the fortress from 
the southeast. . ; 

_“%9 give you ‘an ‘idea of what the 
Woevre mud ‘is like, I drove a light 
American. car a month ago to.a village 
about: a mile from the’ cliff east of 
Douaumpnt. The road was frightful. 





Before we had gone half way the car 
was: bogged tothe axles; so we walked, 
and the car was pulled out later by a 
team of horses. Imagine guns and am-~- 
munition wagons in such a quagmire. 
Puts Total Losses at 175,000. 

**You must take into . account also 
the Moral effect of their Mosses. Even 
‘German discipline can’t stand slaughter 1 
on-such a seale. We reckon their total 
losses at 176,000 in seven days’ fighting, { 
with fully. 100,000 killed. There neyer 
was a battle with such a high propor- | 
tion of killed. 

“ 86 there must be a reaction. I don’t 
expect ‘another German move on a bia) 
seale for some, tite. Never mind’ what | 
the military critics gay. They forget 
the human equation; but you can’t leave 
it out, even in the case of Germans. It 
all depends on how they hide their'de- 
feat from their own people. If they 
“io that, they may produce another 
spasm before’ we: finally smash them. 
Otherwise they might easily blow up 
trom within, if once their ‘masses 
realized what a disaster this failure 
really meant.

** The Germans took the position if a 
cypically brutal, dogmatically scientific 
fashion, by searching artillery prepara- 
tion, applied to the utmost degree, fol- 
\owed by massed assaults pressed home 
with complete iisregard of sacrifices. 
Our charge was a triumph of the human 
factor, a victory of the legendary ‘furie 
Francaise,’ worthy of Napoleon's 
guardsmen. No troops in the world 
could have resisted it. 

“* The last critical moment was late the 
same night and early Sunday morning, 
when the Germatis made desperate at- 


tempts to recover Douaumont by at- 
tacks, first from Louvemont along the 
Toad leading up to Bras village on the 
Plateau; and second; by a later ‘and less 
determined stab at turning Douaumont 
from the south by sadvance across the 
plateau near Vaux. 

“We could concentrate nearly all 
the forts on the latter effort, which was 
weakened .by the Germans having to 
climb a narrow ravine and ‘debouch 
on @ narrow front, affording us an 
easy mark, but the Bras fighting was 
quite a different affair and might have

Collection of Persian Rugs—Samys 
Mutzner’s\Pictures. of Japan. 


At the Fifth Avemue Art Galleries is 
a collection of 150 Persian rugs which 
were shown in ‘the Persian Building at 
San Francisco .by H. Hi: -Topakyan, 
formerly Commissioner -General - for 
Persiaof the Panama-Pacific Exposition. 
Among them are’ two Ispahan rugs 
worthy of special notices Qne is said to 
be the largest. ever .woven, measuring 
forty by twenty. feet. It was fifteen 
years on the loom. The. design is un- 
usual, embodying five small rugs woven 
as part. of the large carpet, one at each 
corner, and one. in. the centre. . The 
central field is a rich red. ‘The second 
rug is not nearly as large but is much 
more engaging in color, haying the 
shimmer of mingled hues characteristic 
of the Ispahan carpets over its entire 
surface, 

A> Rumanian in Japan. 

Samys Mutzner, a Rumanian painter, 
who has studied in France and has lived 
in Japan, -is now showing pictures -of 
Japanese .people and stenes at the 
Ralston Galleries, It is a most extra- 
ordinary exhibition in the way. it 
manages to show all the influences at 
work upon: the artist’s. mind and vision. 
No one would maka the: mistake. of 
supposing him a'‘native of the place he 
portrays. He is quite ‘direct in his atti- 
tude and apparéntly seeks to avoid any- 
thing resembling imitation of fhe Orien- 
tal manner. To him the Japanese wo- 
man is like the French. woman or the 
American woman, no mystery except 


| to.the poets of whom he is: not one. She 


is interested in her make-up, scrupulous 
in her ‘ceremonial, rather an earnest, 
industrious’ little creature; and in her 
average no more utiful -than...the 
every day American or European: 

The colors of Japan ‘to his eyés are 
warm, rich, pleasant, but sap flows 
in the trees as you rarely wold guess 
it did: from the ‘usual descriptive por- 
traitute. of places there. You, realize 
from his pictures that there may even 
be dirt on the roads and even on the 
temples and bridges...

The proposition is prpieibicieal! 1 is 
defended on the grounds that the. ‘sub- 
marine is “at a disadvantage in’ openiy 
attacking’ an armed meérchantman;and 
that the arming per se cénvérts a mer- 
chantman into a belligerent cruiser: “The 
submarine is undoubtedly ata’ dis« 
advantage, but that is inherent in its 
nature. ‘In its present form” it is’ not 
adapted to be a commerce: destroyer 
under ‘interfiational law or the laws of 

umanity. “But can the suggestion to 
alter these laws during the war in order 
to ‘give one combatant an advantage 
be sericusly entertained? 

The chief factor in determining 
whether a ship is a belligerent or a 
peaceful merchantman is not the ar- 
mament, but the purpose for which the 
ship is used., A trawler,. armed with a 
Single gun, seeking submarines; a,.scout 
ship, éven without a gun or @ pound of 
explosive aboard, are belligerents and 
subject to attack without warning, 
But a merchantman, armed in accord- 
ance with international law, going, with 
a.cargo or in ballast, from one port to 
another by the most available course, 
not seeking submarines, but avoiding 
thém so far.as possible, cannot be con~- 
sidered’ a belligerent, (See Professor 
Hart in Tue ‘Tums. of Feb. 20.) 

Lately Germany has ‘not been insist- 
ing strongly on this point,” but is 
claiming .that the English merchant- 
men have orders to act offensively 
against submarines and are obeying 
these orders. If this were true’ the 
merchantmen could no. lohger be con- 
sidered noncombatants. 

The information on which this pe 


is. made is not yet available, but it is | 


important to define the difference be- 
tween offense and defense. War was 
declared by. Germany and her armies 
were hurled against her. enemies as 
quickly ‘as’ possible. Germany claimed 
then ard ‘she claims. now that she was 


acting. on the defensive, and that she} 


merely anticipdted’ an attack ‘her 
enemies were about to make on her. If 
they were, then Germany is quite 


right, she is fighting a defensive war.{ 
‘Apply this to the submarine; if a mer~ 


chantman finds an- enemy » submarine 
in her neighborhood, she knows it is’ 
there to attack her; and if she antici- 
pates the attack by firing first, she-is 
still acting purely in defénse,  accord- 
ing to the German definition... To-act 
offensively she. muSt seck submarines 
and not merely anticipate the attack of 
one seeking her. 

When does armament cease to be deé- 
fensive and become’ offensive? ‘This is 
a difficult question, but certain con- 
siderations affecting the answer may. be 
mentioned, The: purpose to .which the 
armament js to be put is of: supreme 
importance; a submarine-hunting. traw- 
Ter with a one-inch gun would. be 
armed offensively; a merchantman with 
a. much larger gun to be used for de- 
fense only .would not. Then’ the ar- 
mament must be sufficient to be a real 
protection to the ship;. anything less: 
would be useless. The object of de- 
fensive armament. ‘is not to resist a 


stronger force—that would-be absurd—}j. 


but to resist a force which is inadequate 
to enforce its. demands, The submarine 
seems to be in this category; Germany 
claims that. she is: so long as she 
observes international law. — 

Finally, what solution of the difficulty 
does our country sebk? “We certainly 
do not want to claim the right im the 
future to sink noncombatant ships with- 
out providing, for the safety of the 
passengers and crew. ‘The President 
has answered the question when he said 
that this country stands for humanity 
and justice. ‘If thé difficulty can he 
settled in “accordance with humanity 
ahd justice. we shall. be satisfied; we 
should be satisfied with nothing less.
